MR, MANSEUR HAS THE FLOOR. 

Mr. Mansuer,of Missouri,stated that the peo- 
ple of Iowa had learned something about the 
tariff, and were rapidly joining the democratic 
party, as was shown in the recent election, 
when they repudiated the republicans. This 
aroused the indignation of every Iowa republi- 
canon the floor, and a half 
dozen of them jumped to their 
feet to make denial, but the Missourian was 
warmed up, and continued to talk. The demo- 
erats applauded wildly, while the republicans 
hissed and jeered. The Iowa men were all 
yelling replies at once, while Mansuer, un- 
dannted, continued in his trumpet-like voice 
to score the Iowa republicans. Excitement 
was running high. 

HERE GROSVENOR COMESIN. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, was in the chair. 
He rapped loudly for order, and yelled: ‘*The 
gentleman’s time has expired.” 

Mr. Mansuer did not seem to hear him, and 
went right on talking. Grosvenor flew intoa 
rave, gripped his gavel in both hands and 
pounded the desk with all his force, but it did 
The excitement was growing 
moment.

The Feature of the Day. 

Mr. McKinley offered an amendment spe- 
cifically including glass chimneys in the clause 
relative to thin-blown glass at a duty of 10 
cents a dozen and forty per cent-ad valorem. 

Mr. Bland, of Missouri, speaking to the 
amendment, denounced the bill as a measure 
of petty thievery and highway robbery. 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, said that almost 
ail chimneys were imported from Germany 
and were laid down in New York at 15 cents a 
dozen. If the constituents of the gentleman 
from Missouri were obliged to pay 10 cents 
apiece for chimneys, the thievery was on the 
part of the importers. The manufacturers 
had nothing to do with it. | 

Mr. Bland suggested that if chimneys could 
be imported at the rate of 15 cents a dozen it 
would be well to let the duty alone. The pro- 
posed increase was intended to enable a few 
gentlemen. at the expense of the people, to 
enter intoa business at which they might 
make fortunes.

Mr. McKinley stated that the present 
duty on lamp chimneys was 45 per cent and 
the proposed duty between 50 and 60 per cent.

MILLS LEADS OFF 


IN OPPOSITION TO THE SUB-TREAS-~ 
| URY IDEA. 


A - SPIRITED PUBLIC LETTER, 


In Which the Point Is Made That if the Sub- 


Treasury Bill Was Passed the South.  } 


Would Be Filled With Republicans. — 


Wasnineton, May 16.—{Special.]—Roger | 
Q. Mills, of Texas, has written a very strong * 
letter in opposition to the alliance sub-treasury 
bill. | | 

He reviews the bill, and-then says if the plan 
is once inaugurated, all the products of labor’ 
will ask to be taken in. .% 

THE EFFECT OF INFLATION. 

“Its friends say it will require enough treas- 
ury notes to about double our present circuia- 
tion,’’ says the Texan. ‘‘The amount of money 
in the United States today, outside the treas- 
ury, is about $1,460,000,000, Will it put this 
amount of paper money in circulation? Say 
that it will increase the circulation one-half of 
that amount, the first effect would would bea 
suspension of specie payments. Gold and sil- 
ver would quickly leave the channels of cir- 
culation, perhaps leave the country, and the 
business of the country would be floating on a 
vascillating volume of paper money. All 
prices would rise in proportion to the increase, 
aud then, as the bill provides for the destruc-, 
tion of the money when it is paid back to the 
government, there would be a contraction 
equal to the expansion, and prices of all farm 
products would fall in company with all other 
property. 

WOULD DESTROY MARKETS. 

This measure provides for an annual expan- . 
sion and an annual contraction of the cur- 
rency. Thatitse}f would bring incalculable 
disaster to the country, and no class of our 
citizens would feel it more severely than. our 
farmers. When the business of the country is 
based on a vacillating paper circulation, it is 
exposed all the time to the perils of spect- 
lation, and gambling inthe products of labor, 
in which game the working people of the 
country are always the losers.’’ 

WORSE THAN RECONSTRUCTION. 

He then says: ‘Then it will create another 
reconstruction era in the south, by placing re- 
publican officials in charge of these ware- 
houses.”’ 

He says the republicans are now trying to de- 
vise means to overturn the southern states 
governments, and put them in the hands of a 
mercenary band of adventurers, worse than 
the locusts and lice of Egypt. The passage of 
this bill would bring to the south a period of 
corruption and oppression that, by contrast, 
would make the former period of reconstruc- 
tion respectable. He then saysit is undemo- 
cratic, and he would prefer to lose his seat 
rather than support such a measure. His 
method of relieving the farmer is more mar- 
kets and a greater demand fortheir products, 
the relief for which Mr. Cleveland fought and 
fell. About fifty other congressmen and sena- 
tors are now preparing letters stating that 
they cannot support the bill. 

Among them are all of the Georgia men 
who have received the question.

CARLISLE NOMINATED. 


A Little Incident That Upset the Friends of 
Knott. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 16.—John G. Carlisle 
was nominated to succeed Senator Beck by the 
democratic caucus at Frankfort, tonight. A 
nomination would almost certainly have been 
made last night had not Dr. W. H. Norman, 
member from Henderson, without consulta- 
tion, announced that he had all along voted 
for Knott, but he no longer believed 
Knott could win and would support Carlisle. 
This angered the Knott men and they rallied, 
and with other opposition secured adjourn- 
ment. 

The Carlisle leaders have been uneasy all 
day over this incident. When the caucus as- 
sembled tonight, however, with instructions 
for Carlisle received during the day from several 
constituencies, and with the general sentiment 
for Carlisle becoming steadily stronger, their 
anxiety was found to be groundless. 

At the opening, Representative Settle, in a 
neat speech, withdrew his name from the con- 
test. Then Representative Cooper, for ex- 
Governor Knott, withdrew his name, amid 
enthusiastic cheers from Carlisle’s friends. 

A ballot was then taken and stood: Carlisle 
52, Lindsay 33, McCreary 30. 

Senator Smith then withdrew, McCreary, 
and the fight was ended. 

The ninth ballot was taken, and _ the 
announcement ‘‘Carlisle 72,’’made, when above 
the wild cheering was heard astrong voice 
moving to make the nomination unanimous by 
acclamation. 

The motion was carried. 

Carlisle’s vote gave him seventy-five ma- 
jority. There is general congratulation here 
tonight over the result, whichisin harmony 
with the wishes of a large majority of voters 
of the state. Newspaper offices here were ser- 
enaded, and a crowd marched through the 
streets cheering in honor of the event. 


THE MINE HORROR. 


Cause of the Explosion at Wilkesbarre.— 
Taking Out the Dead. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., May 16.—Operations in 
the wrecked mine were suspended at 8 o’clock 
tonight, because of the great quantity of gas 
encoantered. There is some uncertainty about 
the number of men in the mine. Nineteen 
have been taken out dead and four alive, of 
which one died today, and severai others are 
stiil in the mine, six it is believed. 

Some of the miners were unrecognizable. 
Some were minus heads and others had lost 
limbs. John Allen, who died today, was as- 
sistant fire-boss, and it was he who set the 
mine on fire. His lamp had+ gone out and 
he insisted on relighting it, notwithstanding 
the presence of gas. The explosion followed. 
The nineteen men were congregated in one of 
the chambers awaitingjrescue after the cave-in, 
when the explosion killed them all at once. 
Allen and three others were some distance 
away, making their way opt through some of 
the old workings, when Allen’s carelessness did 
the mischief. All would have been rescued 
but for this. :

He says that if any charges of incompetency 
had been made they would have been consid- 
ered. He (Wanamaker) had been threatened 
with dire consequences by some of the men 
who had signed the petition if the appoint- 
,} ment was made. He had not been influ- 
enced by personal prejudice or interest, 
but under the circumstances he could not 
advise the president to withdraw the nomina- 
tion, neither did he understand why the senate 
had not confirmed him. Many ofthe people 
who signed the petition to have the nomina- 
‘tion withdrawn, had signed Matt Davis’ peti- 
tion for the office, and the department could 
“have no knowldge of the motives which 
prompted their signing Davis's petition, nor 


j could it be blamed for acting in accordance 


with it.

SHERMAN ON THE SILVER BILL. 


The People Need More Money, But Not Free 
Coinage of Silver. 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Mr. Dawes pre- 
sented remonstrances of jobbers and retailers 
of foreign dry goods in Springfield, Mass., 
against certain features of the McKinley bill 
—the provision as to goods made wholly or in 
part of wool and theincrease of duties on silk 
manufactures. 

Mr. Edmunds from the judiciary committee, 
reported back the house amendment to the 
anti-trust bill with an amendment thereto, 
striking ont certain words and inserting the 
words ‘‘so that the rates of such transportation 
may not be raised above what is just and rea- 
sonable.” 

The amendment was agreed to, and then a 
conference was ordered. 

Messrs. Edmunds, Hoar and Vest were ap- 
pointed conferees on the part of the senate. 
The bill to permit the manufacture and print- 
ing of securities for foreign governments was 
reported back adversely from the committee 
on foreign relations and was indefinitely post- 
poned. 

The senate joint resolution for an immediate 
survey and estimate of improvement of the St. 
John’s river, Florida, ‘was reported from the 
committee.on commerce and was, on motion 
of Mr. Call, (and after an explanation as to the 
importance of the survey in connection with 
phosphate deposits) considered and passed. 

THE SILVER BILL AGAIN. 

Silver was then (at 12:30) taken up and Mr. 
Sherman offered a substitute for the amend- 
ment heretofore offered by him (as to covering 
into treasury funds now held for redemption 
of national bank notes), stating the substitute 
wastothe same effect, but in better form, 
having been prepared in the treasury depart- 
ment. 

The amendment was read as follows: 

Section 6. That upon the passage of this act the

SENATOR PLUMB’S AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Plumb’s amendment fo Mr. Sherman’s 
amendment was then read—to insert the 
following: 

And hereafter, no funds available for the pay- 
ment of the public debt (including such as are 
kept for the redemption of treasury notes) shall 
be retained in the treasury to the extent of $110,- 
000,000. P 
SENATOR SHERMAN ON SILVER. 

Mr. Sherman said: ‘I donot like some of 
the features of the bill. I may be driven to 
support it. Some of the friends of the bill 
seem to have abandoned it already. The 
gentleman who introduced it seems to have 
abandoned the principle of it, but I will de- 
bate that further on. There are some good fea® 
tures in it which I like very well. If we 
can agree upon some measure that will furnish 
to the pe “ of the United States more money 
(for I think we want it), and will also tend to 
advance silver 
standard of 
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and all the world. I do not wantto vote for 
any such a bill. Let those who would take 
the risk of such a speculation, take it—not I. 
But, anything whatever that can be done by 
this bill, or by any other bill, to give ss more 
good paper money, based on actual deposits of 
gold and silver bullion or that will raise the 
value of silver, I will favor. I would bay 
every ounce of silver produced in this country, 
keep it in the treasury vaults and issue pees 
cates upon it, leased on its market value toany 
extent that may be desired, and I would make 
them legal tenders so that they would travel 
all aver the world: be as good a3 gold and be 
one party with gold. But this other measure, 
which has been discussed with such length 
and such fulsome eulogy;.which invites us 
into competition with all the world in the free 
coinage of silver, ‘Ido not want any of it in 
mine,’ to use a slang phrase. As long as our 
money can be maintained up to the highest 
standard of the most civilized nations of the 
world, I will go hand in hand with those gen- 
tlemen to do anything that can be done to in- 
crease the volume of our currency, based on 
bullion or coin; because I do regard silver, as 
well as gold, as one of the metals chosen by 
the Almighty for currency. But gold and sil- 
ver have varied from the very beginning of 
time; sometimes up and sometimes down; and 
they are varying now from day to day in the 
markets of the werid. If we can adopt a 
measure that will make the use of both gold 
and silver and keep them together, at par with 
each other, I will voteforit. If not, I will 
content myself by simply voting in the nega- 
tive.”’ * 
OTHER SPEECHES. 

The discussion was continued by Messrs. 
Cockrell, Aldrich, Ingalls, Farwell, Harris and 
Edmunds, chietiy on the point of gold reserve 
cf a hundred milliens for the redemption of 
treasury notes. Mr. Cockrell asserting that 
there was not a particle of law on the statute 
books requiring such reserves, and arguing 
that there was no necessity for it as the treas- 
ury notes were rarely offered for redemption. 
The silver bill went over without action. The 
delivery of eulogies on the late Representative 
Kelly, of Pennsylvania, was postponed until 
next Tuesday. 

As putting a restraint upon the treasury de- 
partment and preventing it from paying gov- 
erninent obligations as they became due: As 
a hundred million had to be reserved for the 
redemption of treasury notes, it would leave 
only ten million for current business. Inter- 
est on the public debt required the quarterly 
payment of forty million, and that amount had 
to be on hand. It was uttorly impossible to 
have the hands of the secretary of the treasury 
tied upin sucha manner. No bank would be 
allowed to do business that did not have a 
reserve of from ten to twenty per cent to meet 
current liabilities. 

Mr. Plumb defended and advocated his 
amendment in a speech of much length. He 
wanted, so far as he could, by his vote and in- 
fluence, to disassociate the treasury depart- 
ment from the business of the people of the 
United States. 3 

After a brief executive session, the senate 
adjourned till tomorrow. 


TyO NEW BISHOPS 


To Be Elected by the Methodists Next 


Monday. 

Sr. Louis, May 16.—In the general confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, this morning, and after the usual re- 
ligious services, the committee on revisions 
made a report recommending the election of 
two bishops, one to take the place of Bishop 
MeTyeire, and the other the bishop of the ; 
new see to be created. A motion to amend 
by making the number of new bishops three 
instead. of two was voted down, and the report 
of committee was adopted. The election of 
bishops was made a special order for next 
Monday. 

The committee on revisions made a majority 
and minority report on. the question of per- 
mitting laymen to be represented on all 
ocinmittees ef the church, the minority being 
in favor,fand the majority against the propo- 
itions. 

The committee on boundaries reported that 
the present boundarics be left undisturbed. 

The committee on publishing interests 
recommended the establishment of a church 
organ on the Pacitic coast. 

A memorial was read from Dr. Marshall, of 
Vicksburg, Miss., recommending the distribu- 
tion ef healthy church literature of a light 
nature. 

A memorial was read from the German Mis- 
sion conference of Texas requesting they be 
not disturbed as a conference. 

A series of resolutions, signed by a number 
of delegates, were introduced denouncing Ro- 
manism, and recommending that the Sunday- 
school committee be directed to have such in- 
struction as they deem necessary placed in 
the catechism informing the children on 
Protestantism, teoching them why they are 
Protestants and impressing on them the great 
evils of Romanism. 

The resolutions were referred to the com- 
mittee on Sunday-schools. 

THE RESOLUTION ON WORLDLINESS. 

Delegate Magee, of Georgia, stated that the 
impression had gone abroad,and the statement 
published, that the resolution on worldliness, 
which was before the conference last week, 
had been tabled, and that the opinion had 
gained ground that the conference was afraid 
to place itself on record as opposed to world- 
liness, and boldly face the question as other 
denomations had done. He, therefore, 
moved that the resolution be taken from the 
table and considered. 

Dr. Chandler informed Delegate Magee that 
the resolution had passed the conference, but 
that a motion to have it placed on the book of 
discipline had been tabled. 

A long discussion, at times quite heated, 
then ensued on the subject of worldiness, and 
a resolution for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of fifteen, on the spiritual state of the 
church, to draft a resolution on worldliness, 
to be inserted in the appendix of the book of 
discipline, was passed. Meantime the origi- 
nal resolution was referred to the committee 
on revivals. 

Discussion of this question took up a large 
part of the time of session, and the fate of the 
resolution is not yet quite certain. 

A resolution to limit the term ef presiding 
elders to eight years was defeated. 

The report of the committee on missionaries, 
which contained several \ recommendations 
and proposed amendments to the present laws 
of governing the board of missions, was regd, 
after which the conference adjourned.

DR. MCLEAN ON THE FLOOR. 

The floor was accorded this morning to Rey, 
Dr. McLean, secretary of the American Bible 
society, which has distributed nearly two mil- 
lions of copies of God’s word in the southern 
states within a few years. The address 
was followed by a_ discussion, after 
which action was taken looking to collections 
throughout the church in that behalf. 

Standing committees were appointed. The 
report of the execntive committee of foreign 
missions was read by Rev. Dr. Houston, secre. 
tary, ofiicein Nashville. .The total receipts 
$107,627, goes to support sevcuty-e'ght foreign 
missionaries. 

Two of these were recently sent to the Conge 
valley; one, Mr. Lapsley,isa son of Judge 
Lapsley, of Anniston, and represents one of 
the best families in Alabama. The other, Rev. 
W.H. Sheppard, colered minister, was pree 
pared for his work at the Tuscaloosa institute, 
and recently pastor of the colored Presbyterian 
Church in Atlanta. 

The work is growing on all sides; communi- 
cants of foreign lands 2,072. 

Rev. D. C. Rankin, assistant secretary and 
treasurer of forcign missions, read the request 
that a separate treasurer be appointed. 

The sacrament of the Lord’s supper was ade 
ministered in the church at 8:30 p. m. 

OPPOSED TO REVISION. 

During the discussion of ‘‘The Faith Once 
Delivered to the Saints,’ by Dr. Hemphill at 
the banquet last night, he urged, in a most 
forcible manner, steadfastness to the old 
standards and opposed a revision of the con- 
fession of faith. He said he hoped God would 
direct his brethren, the northern church, now 
in session, and keep them true to the faith 
once delivered by the saints. 

He was most enthusiastically applauded. 
The assembly is clearly opposed to revision. 

THE HOME MISSION. 

The report of the home mission committee 
was read by Rev. Dr. Craig, secretary. The 
totalin hand the past year was $81,635. Of 
this $76,503 were expended in support of 260 
ministers serving as evangelists, and as page 
tors of feeble churches, of eight missionaries 
and one male orphan academyin the Indian 
territory, of thirty-one infirm minisiters and 
overone hundred families of ministers de- 
cedsed, 8{ the erection of thirty-six buildings 
and in support of Tuscaloosa colored institate 
and thirty colored minisiers, The receipts of 
last year were. $15.303 greater than the pre- 
vious year. The unprecedented growth of the 
south opens fields in every direction, and the 
church is asked to raise $102,000 for the cur 


rent year.

THE GRAND JURY HAS A LIVELY 
MEETING. 
Harry Frank, the Ticket Broker, In- 
dicted—Sifley Charged With Being an 
Accessory to the Skinner Murder. 


The Fulton county grand jury had a lively, 
interesting and dramatic session yesterday. 

In that secret chamber there was lots of fun, 
hard work and business. 

An indictment for forging was found against 
Harry Frank, the ticket broker. 

And a true bill charging Henry Sifley with 
being an accessory to the killing of Skinner in 
the Folsom European hotel was written. 

When the jury convened the solicitor invited 
the attention of the members to the charges 
pending against Messrs. Frank and Sifley. 

Then the witnesses were called. 

In the investigation of the charges against 
Mr. Frank several witnesses were invited into 
the grand jury room. Some were residents of 
Atlanta and some were not. They all told 
what they knew of the charges against Mr. 
Frank. 

Members of the grand jury questioned the 
witnesses carefully and closely. 

There were some who were opposed to 4 
true bill, but the bill was written. 

In the Sifley investigation several women 
were produced and questioned. They talked 
quite freely about the killing, telling apparent- 
ly all they knew. Their knowledge of the 
tragedy indicated that Sifley knew who killed 
Skinner, and that he assisted the murderer in 
getting uway. 

At one stage of the _ investigation 
it looked like” Sifley knew that 
Goldman had threatened to kill Skinner be- 
fore he and Sifley went to Brietenbucher’s 
saloon. 

But this previous knowledge could not be 
substantiated. | 

In the true bill he is charged with being an. 
accessory after the killing. 

It is said that the session was quite interest- 
ing, and that the bills when pending were dis- 
cussed fully and freely by the members.

Original Packages in Congress. 

In the course of the next few days it is 
probable that congress'will be engaged in a 
lively debate over the Wilson bill, which has 
been favorably reported by the senate judi- 
ciary commiitec. 

The object of the Wilson bill is to prevent 
the importation of liquer into prohibition 
states. It recognizes the power of every 
state to prohibit, regulate, control or tax the 
gale and transportation of liquor. The 
measure is of course intended to meet the 
recent supreme court decision concerning the 
shipment and sale of. original packages of 
liquor in a prohibition state. 

The majority report in favor of the bill 
argues that it is clearly within the power of 
congress to grant permission to a state to 
exclude any article of traffic which _ its :citi- 
zens have declared to be dangerous and in- 
jurious. 

A minority concurrent report signed by 
Senator George expresses the opinion that 
the states, under the constitution, have the 
power sought to be conferred by the bill, but 
in view of the decision of the supreme court, 
erroneous though it appears to be, the states 
must depend upon the action of congress 
until the court shall reverse its judgment. 

So the whole business brings up an inter- 
esting question of slates rights. When the 
debate comes off the friends ef centraliza- 
tion and the believers in state sovereignty 
will collide, while the anti-prohibition mem- 
bers will sail in with gloves off. The Wil- 
son bill will make music in the air.

Hon. James F, O’ Neill. 

As wil] be seen from his announcement, 
published elsewhere in this issue, Hon. 
James F. O’ Neill will offer again for the 
legislature from this county. 

Before the campaign fully opens, and 
while but few entries have been made, THE

We say this of Mr. O’ Neill because we be- 
lieve that he deserves it, and because a man 
who does his duty ought to have credit for 
it. 


Blind Haste. 

In the debate on the tariff bill yesterday a 
very natural and innocent question knocked 
Mr. McKinley off his pins. 

The item under discussion was lamp 
chimneys, and the protection Napoleon was 
asked how many chimneys were imported. 
His reply was a humiliating confession of 
ignorance. It was that he had no data on 
the subject! : 

It is no wonder, under the circumstances, 
that Mr. McKinley was then asked what he 
meant by taking such high 4nd positive 
grounds on a question when he was without 
any facts to guide him. 

The McKinley bill shows all the way 
through that its framers are behind on data. 
In their reckless haste they are willing to 
force a make-shift of a tariff upon the coun- 
try, and then take their time to study the 
questions involved. 

During the excitement of war times this 
hap-hazard legislation might do, but just at 
present the people have no patience with it. 
‘The general opinion, without regard to party 
interests, is that Mr. McKinley should have 
some data to back his bill before he attempts 
to rush it through. 


The Proposed Fraud Bill. 

The Rowell federal election bill, outlined 
by our Washington, correspondent, is vicious- 
ly eclectic in its make-up. 
worst features of ail the force bills that have 
been offered, and for that reason it is likely 
to have the infamous distinction of becoming 


\ a law. 


It seems to embody in active shape the 
declaration made by Speaker Reed in his 
Pittsburg speech. ‘‘Let us,’’ said Mr. Reed, 
speaking for the republican party, ‘‘cut loose 
from the state elections, do our own registra- 


- tion, our own counting, and our own certifi- 


cation.’’ Naturally, if a party is permitted 
to do its own registration, its own counting 
and its own certification, there is no doubt 
about its ability to elect its candidates, even 
if the people should vote unanimously against 
them. 

That is precisely what Mr. Reed proposes, 
and it is the aim and purpose of the Rowell 
bill to carry out this proposition. In other 
words, its purpose is to attempt to carry out 
the Reed programme, with the full knowledge 
that the attempt will stir up strife in the 
south, just as it wouldin any other part of 
the union.

We print elsewhere a letter from Mr. Alex 
J. Wedderburn, who has constituted himself 


endeavoring to force the Conger lard bill 
through congress, 
the Conger lard bill is drawn in the interest 
of the northern and western manipulators of 
hog’s fat, and that it is the intention of the 
bill to tax out of the market the cheap and 
wholesome food product known as lard com- 
pound. 

We invite careful attention to Mr. Wed- 
derburn’s letter. A more confused mixture 
of dogmatic assertion and demagogie argu- 
- ment we have never seen, and we cannot but 
suspect that Mr... Wedderburn regards the 
southern newspapers and southern farmers 
as a parcel of fools, whe can be deceived and 
misled by any Jack-in-the-box that chooses 
to jump up and exhibit himeelf, 

Mr. Wedderburn’s principal argument in 
favor of the Conger bill is to the effeet that 
not less than 150 millions .cf pounds of the 
lard compound (of which cotton-seed oil is 
the principal ingredient) are sold in the south 
each year. We should think, however, that 
this enormeus consumption of the product is 
an argument in its favor. The public would 
not buy it if it did not fill a long felt want in 
respect of both wholesomeness and cheapness, 

But, says Mr. Wedderburn, the product 
has been sold at about three cents more than 
its real value. Is it the object of the Conger 
bill to make this popular food product 
cheaper? Is that the seeret of Mr. Wedder- 
burn’s strenuous touting of the bill? Does 
he intend to convey this idea to the readers 
of THe CONSTITUTION? These questions 
will remain unanswered, for they cannot be 
answered in the affirmative, and if they are 
answered in the negative, the Conger-Wed- 
derburn lard trust case is given completely 
away. The situation from Mr. Wedderburn’s 
stand-point is simply this: The lard com- 
pound is sold for three cents more than its 
real value, and it is therefore right to legis- 
late it out of the market not only by impos- 
ing an excise tax on it, but by compelling 
those who deal in it to pay a license to the 
government, 

Now, who is complaining that the profits 
of the manufacturers of the lard compound 
are illegitimate and extortionate? It is cer- 
tainly not the people, for in the south alone 
150 million pounds are sold annually, and 
this in the face of the fact that consumers 
have the cheice of buying the higher priced 
hog’s fat stewed by Mr. Wedderburn’s lard 
trust. Ifthe public was opposed to the lard 
compound as an article of food, or if the peo- 
ple regarded the price they pay for it as ex- 
tortionate, the Conger will would have some 
justification aud excuse. But the people 
have made no complaint. They buy the 
lard compound right along, in preference to 
the dearer, but unhealthy hog’s fat stewed by 
the lard trust. 

It is a notorious fact that the people of the 
south are almost unanimous in their opposi- 
tion to the infamous Conger bill, and it is an 
equally notorious fact that the friends of that 
measure are made up almost entirely of the 
men who are employed by the millionaires 
who form the lard trust to push the bill. 
There may be some exceptions, but they are 
decidedly few. The people are thoroughly 
well satisfied with the food product which 
has cotton-seed oil as its principal ingredi- 
ent, and the only complainants are the stew- 
ers of hog’s fat. The Conger bill is intended 
to run a cheap and wholesome article of food 
out of the market in order that they may 
force the people to buy at an advanced price 
their unhealthy hog’s fat. 

Mr. Wedderburn knows this to be the fact. 
He demonstrates in every line and paragraph 


terly unable to bring forward a single reason- 
able or sensible argument in favor of the 
Conger bill, which is not only an attack ona 
large and growing industry, and on a cheap 
and wholesome food product, but an attack 
on the public at large in behalf of a few mil- 
lionaire stewers of hog’s fat. In the absence 
of argument, Mr. Wedderburn asks what the 
readers of THE CONSTITUTION think of 
$1,600,000 a year on a legitimate industry. 
Well, they think this—that a profit of one 
million or of a thousand millions a year ona 
legitimate industry is perfectly just so long 
as it is fairly made. With respeet to the 
lard compound, the public care nothing about 
the profits made on it so long as they are 
supplied with a cheap and wholesome article 
of food. 

Mr. Wedderburn seems to have a large 
knowledge of profits. Perhaps he can tell 
us how much the millionaire stewers of hog’s 
fat were making out of the people before the 
cheaper and more wholesome cotton-seed oil 
compound began to compete with their filthy 
product. Perhaps he can also tell us how 
large a profit they will make when they suc- 
ceed in driving the cotton-seed oil compound 
out of the market. Ifhe can, he won't, and 
if his figures are no more trustworthy than 
those he gives in calculating the result of the 
Conger bill, they would be worthless. The 
tax to be imposed is more important 
than Mr. Wedderburn pretends to suppose; 
but in addition to the tax there is the license, 
and the spying of revenue officers. Rather 
than be harassed by these forms and prac- 
tices, dealers would cease to sell the cotton- 
seed oil compound, and the lard-stewers 
would proceed, as before, to rob the people. 

So far as his arguments are concerned, Mr. 
Wedderburn’s long letter is not worth the 
space it takes up, but it serves to show how 
thin and absurd is this fresh attack on the 
rights and the pockets of the people. 

As to the sulphuric acid business, Mr. 
Wedderburn will have perceived, if he reads 
TuE CONSTITUTION, that it has already re- 
ceived attention.

Suffice it to say that experience demonstrates 
that there is no more healthful promoter of 
public morality than an absence of division 
among citizens, and a consequent union, which 
results not only in adetermiration to make 
our people and our county great and pros- 
perous, but alsoin an effort to foster a morality 
without which, wealth and cultivation are but 
weapons of destruction.

profounder interest than myself in attaining: 


such an end. I am a native of the city of At- 
lanta, and all my fortunes are cast with the 
county which includes her, and which I hope 
to represent. 

“The great duty of a legislator isto fully 
represent his locality on the questions of great 
public importance, upon the decision of which 
shall rest the determination of the public 
policy of the state at large. Any other con- 
struction of his duties would make the legisia- 
ture merely a theater, where the conflicting 
issues would render imipossible a fair consider- 
ation of questicns of vital importance to the 
state.”’ 

VITAL IMPORTANCE TO THE STATE, 

‘“‘As to these latter reasons, I donot come 
before the people ef my cexnty -withouta 
record of which I have, I hope, no reason to 
be ashamed... In the determination of ques- 
tions affecting the public policy of the state 
before the last legislature, I was, I believe, 
not without that conservative spirit which is 
able to yield something to attain a desirable 
end, nor without some influence to make such 
an end possible. 

“T am of the opinion that properly 
managed there should be no conflict between 
the corporations which are, after all, merely 
public servants, and the people of the state of 
Georgia. These corporations are but citizens 
of the state, and are subject to the Jaws which 
govern all of the citizens owning the authority 
of the state. The constitution of one state 
preserves to them their rights as inviolable as 
those of the private citizens, and, on the other 
hand, forbids them to use their powers to the 
detriment of their public interests. And while 
the legislature would be utterly powerless to 
take from them any vested rights guaranteed 
by that constitution under their charters, it 
would be its duty, which I would earnestly 
help to discharge, to see that those powers 
should not be exercised to the oppression or if 
jury of the people of the state. From being 
public servants they should never be allowed 


| to become public oppressors. The proper policy 


towards them is to keep always in view the 
fact that their powers are granted them in or- 


‘der that they may be of benefit to’ the 'pub- 


lic, while at the same time they are allowed 
to make a reasonable. profit for themselves.’’ 
THE RAILROADS. 

‘‘Probably the most powerful factors in the 
present and future developments of the state 
of Georgia and her resources are the railroads 
that are beginning tocpen up every avenue 
leading to her mineral and commercial wealth. 
Noone for an instant denies their use- 


fulness. The ‘only question before us is the 


determination of the limits within which that 
usefulness shall be exercised. The first and 
most unalterable rule: by which we are to be 
be governed is the constitution of the state 
Out- 
side of and beyond that we cannot go, what- 
ever may be the arguments and whatever the 
inducements effered. The cardinal principal, 
therefore, is that the public interests are para- 
mount; that the privileges granted railroad 
companies, vesting them, as it were, with a 
portion of the sovereignty of the state, are in 
consideration of the fact that they shall con- 
sistently with their own profit act for the ben- 
fit of the people who — granted 
them corporation powers. If they 
shall use those powers to that 
end, then it becomes our duty to protect them; 
if they devote those powers to their own profit, 
merely regardless of the public goed, it be- 
comes our duty then to restrict them, bearing 
always in mind the fact that they are citizens 


_and entitled to the right and property guaran- 


teed them by their charter. 

“In all these questions I have been tried§du- 
ring my term in the last legislature and I have, 
I trust, acted on them with the discretion and 
conservatism which should control every leg- 
islator in dealing with the public intefests.

TO ISSUE WATER BONDS | THE 


THE FINANCE COMMITTEE HAS 
; SO SAID. 


The Returns of the |}Water and Sewer Bond 
Election Considered by the Commit- 
tees and Said to Be Good. 


The waterworks bonds will be issued. 

And $250,000 will be added to Atlanta’s 
bonded bond. 

But the validity of the bonds may be tested 
in the courts. 

That, however, is just what the city govern- 
ments wants. 

At the last regular meeting of the general 
council when the consolidated returns from 
the water bonds and sewer bonds election 
were submitted, Mr. Kontz, chairman ofthe 
waterworks committee, arose, saying: 

“I move that those consolidated returns be 
referred to the committees on waterworks and 
finance.” 

The papers were so referred. 

{ The finance committee convened in regular 
session yesterday in Hon. Hugh T. Inman’s 
office, and the papers were taken up. 

There were present, Mr. Inman, chairman; 
Mr. Haas, Mr. Woodward, Mr. Kontz and Mr. 
McBride. 

Mr. Kontz and Mr. Inman are both members 
of the waterworks committee. 

When the consolidated returns were taken 
up, Mr. Kontz presented the vote cast at ‘‘the 
last municipal election,’’ the municipal elec- 
tion in December, 1889. 

Then a comparison was made. 

By it the committee decided that the water- 
works bonds had not only received the requi- 
site two-thirds of the vote cast at the electior. 
but that two-thirds was more tban three® 
fourths of the vote cast at the last preceding 
election’’—December, ’89. 

This settled the fate of the bond. 

A resolution was introduced and adopted 
directing the chairman of the finance com- 
mittee to have prepared an ordinance auther- 
izing the issuing of the $250,000 of waterworks 
bonds. 

That ordinance will be introduced during 
the regular session of the general council next 
Monday. 

And it will receive the solid support of the 
entire waterworks committee, and the solid 
support of the finance committee, with a pos- 
sible single exception. 

It is an assured fact that the ordinance will 
be adopted by the general council. 

Then the fight may come. 

Just as soon asthe ordinance is adopted, 
authorizing the issue of the bonds, the finance 
camunittee will negotiate the sale. 

And the waterworks committee will adver- 
tise for bids. 

This will put the bonds just where an in- 
junction will apply. 

If any Atlantian is opposed to the bonds he 
will then accommodate and please the mein- 
bers of the finance committee by taking out an 
injunction. 

That injunction will decide the validity of 
the bonds issued upon the election. 

The finance committee decided to allow a 
deduction of } two per cent. on the first 
$100,000 of city taxes paid in. 

The injunction, if taken, will throw the 
legalitv of the recent election into the courts. 
It will then, under the guidance of Hon. 
John B. Goecdwin, city attorney, find its way 
to the supreine court. | 

Then that court will say whether the water- 
works bonds are good, 

If the supreme court decides that the bonds 
are good, tue decision will strengthen them. 

And that is what the finance committee 
want. 

However, should no one take out the injunc- 
tion the bonds will be issued and placed upon 
the market. 

The members of the committee are thoroughly 
satisfied that the election was all the law re- 
quires and that the bonds are legal. 

Still they are inclined to court an injunc- 
tion. 

And more than half way anticipate it. 

During the session of the committee the 
sale of $40,000 of bonds, four per cents, to the 
United Underwriters was ratified.

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FEDERAL €0URT 
REVENUE AGENT COLQUITT SEIZES 
. AN IMMENSE DISTILLERY, 


And Makes Matters Warm for the Moon- 
shiners—Several Thousand Gallons of 
Liquor Seized—The Court. 


Revenue Agent Wellborn Celquitt, and bis 
assistants have been making it warm for the 
moonshiners again. > 

They have just sentin to Colonel W. H® 
Chapman a report of their raid just finished in 
the western part of the state, near the Alabama 
line. 

Some days ago Deputy Colquftt left Atlanta 
to look up an illicit distillery that was reported 
to be doing business on.a very large scale near 
the Georgia Pacific railroad, on the western 
borders of Georgia. Owing to .the ex- 
tensive business of the distillery Deputy Col- 
quitt easily concluded that the distillery was 4 
mammoth one, and fearing that some trouble 
tight ensue if he were to attack a whole-army 
of moonshiners, he secured several assistant 
officers from the Alabama side and proceeded 
a few nights ago to lay seizure to the place. 

The encampment of the moonshiners was a 
well-chosen valley between the rising slopes 
of the Georgia and Alabama moun- 
and was but a short distance 
from the place where. the Georgia 
Pacific crosses the state line. 

Upon entering the valley in which the dis- 
tillery was supposed to be planted, the officers 
were struck with the quietude that »reigned 
supreme. They soon saw a little way ahead 
of.them what appeared to be an opening in the 
dense thicket of trees and shrubbery, cleared 
with no other possible purpose than for the 
distillery in quest. Such it proved to be. 

Drawing near the place, the officers 
cast a cautious glance over the whole 
place and were surprised to find 
but two men on the grounds, These were 
stretched at full length, and appeared to be 
sleeping. Deputy Colquitt went up to them, 
and arousing them, placed each of them under 
arrest. They submitted very passively, and 
gave their names as Joseph Sudteth and 
Robert Naird. They made no resistance to the 
aggression of the officers, and they were 
allowed perfect freedom in the yard of the dis- 
tillery. 

It was, perhaps, the largest distillery that 
has been siezed this year, and had been 
doing a business hitherto unknown 
in the records of Georgia and Alabama moon- 
shiners. 

IT WAS WELL EQUIPPED. 

In the yard of the distillery was found a 
great pumber of implements for carrying on 
the business,all of which were of such capacity 
as showed the enormous work done each day 
there.

There is no telling how long these fel-’ 
lows had been running their enormous moon- 
shining work. The twomen that were ar- 
rested have been placed in an Alabama jail, 
= it is likely that other arrests will fol- 
ow. , 


Colonel W. H. Chapman, internal revenue 
agent, has just returned from a visit 
to the United States court, held in 
Monigomery, <Ala., where he went 
investigate some charges made against officers 
in that district. He reports a great deal of 
business in the federal courts of Alabama. 

The grand jury of the United States court 
will convene again next Tuesday to take up 
several important illicit distillery cases that 
await investigation.

THE. BUSINESS REPORT.

THE NEW TAX ON SPIRITS. 


Mr. Parnell Denounces It as a Fraud Upen 
the People. 


Lonpon, May 16.—In the debate on the cus’ 
toms revenue bill in the house of commons to- 
dap Mr. Fowler (liberal) moved as an amend- 
ment that the new tax on spirits be voted only 
for twelve months.

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‘TO BRIDGE FORSYTH. 


A NUMBER OF PLANS SUGGESTED 
FOR THE BUILDING OF IT. 


Colonel R. J. Lowry Says to Sink the Railroad 
Tracks—A Fifty-Foot Bridge With an 
Inclined Plane—Other Plans. 


A bridge over Forsyth street. 

Itis being discussed pretty generally now, 
and Tue Constitution’s call for the bridge is 
just as generally endorsed. 

A number of plans are suggested. 

But all are agreed that some sort of bridge 
should be built, and built at once. 

‘J suppose,” said Judge J. D, Cunningham 
yesterday, ‘‘that there will be considerable op- 
position on the part of the property holders 
along there, but the bridge should be built nev- 
ertheless. Lifeisto be considered first, and 
then property. It is the duty of our city gov- 
ernment to protect the life of our citizens, and 
these un-bridged crossings are very dangerous 
indeed. 

‘The town was built after the railroads came. 
The railroad was for along time a bigger af- 
fair than the city. But that’s changed now. 
As the city keeps growing the crossings be- 
come more and more dangerous. We need 
more than one bridge over the railroad—more 
than two of them.” 

CITY ENGINEER CLAYTON. 

‘‘The matter is one that has been brought to 
the attention of the public several times be- 
fore,”’ said Captain Bob Clayton yesterday, 
“and THe ConstTiTuTIoNn will have done a 
great public service if it succeeds in getting 
the matter fairly before the council. 

“Three or four years ago I was required to 
make some specifications about the bridge. 
There were several plans considered. 

“In the first place, the length of the bridge 
isto be determined. From Alabama street 
through to Marietia street would be perhaps 
the most generally convenient, but that would 
mean the condemnation of too much property, 
when a shorter bridge would answer as well 
for all practical purposes. 

“Then the width of the bridge. If it was as 
wide as the street, like Broad street bridge,the 
city would haye to build an inclined plane to 
give the Western and Atlantic depot an out- 
let. The inclined plane costs as much as the 
bridge. In that event, too, the property own- 
ers on both sides of the street could c aim dam- 
ages. 

“Tf the bridge was twenty-five feet wide, or 
half the width of the street, it would cost less, 
of course, and there need be no inclined plane 
for the Western and Atlantic depot, for a 
twenty-five foot width of the street would be 
left just as it is now, an outlet for the depot. 
In this event, too, the property owners on the 
bridge side alone could claim damages, for the 
grade on the other side would remain un- 
changed. 

‘‘Another plan is a sort of compromise. The 
bridge goes from sidewalk to sidewalk, and at 
each end there is an opening wide enough to 
allow drays to drive down under the bridge, 
using the street as they do now for a depot 
outlet. 

“T recommended the full-width bridge with 
an inclined plane for the depot. 

“One bridge is not enough to connect th 
two sides of town,’and the more we have the 
better. But only one can be built at a time, 
and that across Forsyth street is the most 
practicable.”’ 

COLONEL A. J. M’BRIDE. 

Colonel A. J. McBride said: 

‘“‘We need more than one bridge over the 
railroad, and it’s a saving of life and money to 
build at once. The Forsyth street bridge could 
be built for the least money, and if only one 
vridge is in sight, that’s where it ought to be 
vuilt.”’ 

COLONEL R. J. LOWRY. 

Colonel Lowry is strongly in favor of more 
bridges. 

“There ought to be one over Forsyth, an- 
other over Whitehall, another over Pryor, 
and another over Loyd,”’ he said, last evening. 
“They have become public necessities. The 
best plan, I believe. is to require the railroads 
tosink their tracks below the level of the 
street. They will have this to do eventually. 
That’s the cheapest plan for the city, as it 
divides the cost with the railroads, and it’s 
really no hardship upon the railroads, for, as 
I have said, they will eventually have to 
lower their tracks.” 


STRANGER THAN FICTION. 


In Fact, Fiction is Downright Gospel Com- 
pared With a Snake Story. 
From the Kansas City Times. 

Seventeen years ago I lived with my father 
and mother on the banks of the Stranger 
river, in Atchison county, Kansas. I was 
only seven years of age, and one day my 
youthful fancy was caught by the pretty colors 
of a black snake.

While crossing a small stream 
that flows into the Stranger river, my atten- 
tion was attracted by the barking of my dog 
toa strange something ina tree. I investi- 
gated, and found there an immense black 
snake, fuilten feet long. Between the {dog 
and myself, we succeeded in killing the snake, 
though I was obliged to use in the warfare 
both a club and arevolver. The dog finished 
the snake by giving it a shaking and tearing it 
in pieces. 

You will hardly believe me, I know, but you 
can have my head if it wasn’t the same identi- 
cal snake that got away from me seventeen 
years ago. How doI know? Simple enough. 
That little black snake had grown to be a 
monstrous big one. The little silver ring 
around its neck had grown until it was as large 
as a lady’s bracelet, and the piece of twine had 

rown until it had become a good-sized rope. 

ut the strangest part of all was that the dog 
had shaken out seventeen little black snakes, 
and that each one was the exact counterpart 
of the snake that made its escape from me in 
the long ago, while around the necks of each 
of the seventeen young ones were silver rings, 
and attached to these rings were short pieces 
of twine. And upon each on3 of these silver 
rings you could plainly distinguish the initials 
of my name just as.they had been stamped in 
8 silver ring that I wore when seven years 
old.

ATTACKING BISMARCK. 


It is Charged That He Could Have Averted 
the Russo-Turkish War. 

BERLIN, May 16.—Debate on the army bill 
was resumed in the reichstag today. Herr 
Liebknecht declared that the nation would 
soon be ruined by the heavy burden of mili- 
tarism. The septennate ought to have de- } 
noted a finality, but the country’s burdens had 
since continually increased. Count Von 
Moltke had warned them if war. broke 
out it might last sevem or even thirty years. 
Could such immense masses of troops as would 
be engaged in future wars be maintained for a 
single year? Germany had enough ready for 
any contingency. In concluding he blamed 
Prince Bismarck’s tendency to war. Bismark, ; 
he said, could have averted the last Russo- 
Turkish war. Instead of that he supported, in 
every way, Russia’s aggression. 

Herr Karboff defended Bismarck’s policy. 
The burden of taxation, he said, was exag- 
gerated. It was balanced by twenty years of 
peace and prosperity, obtained through success 
Haend ‘(freisinnig) likewise pro- 
tested against the attack on Bismarck. 
He said’ Bismarck had established 
German unity and made the _ country 
a great powerin the European concert. He 
had been the guardian of the peace of the con- 
tinent until the nations of Europe had ceased 
to outlive each other’s armaments. Germany 
must not lag behind. The statesman who 
could bring about general disarmament would 
reap aglory equal to that of the greatest 
general. 

Von Caprivi said he believed that the foreign 
policy of the government continued more and 
more to harmonize with the feeling of the 
people. The army bill did not deal with the 
question of providing against the burdens of 
possible war. He disapproved of a short ser- 
vice. The new increase of time was required 
to secure efticiency in the use of the rifle, and 
also to teach the young men discipline. He 
was not inclined to a to fix the peace- 
footing now demanded for less than five years, 
that being the period of the reichstag.

Judge Van Epps Expresses His Opin- 
ion Freely—The Case Is Sum- 
marily Dismissed. 


The case of the state against Mrs. Maud 
Jones, charged with cheating and swindling, 
has resulted in Mrs. Jones’s dismissal. . 

Mrs. Jones is a “‘slate-writer,’’ and a mem- 
She was bound over 
on the charge of cheating and swindling in 
March last, and gave the required bond. 

But no case was mile. 

When the case was called Soliciter O’Bryan 
stated that the person alleged to have been de- 
frauded; believing that Mrs. Maud Jones’s 
spirit revelations were a fraud, made a con- 


tract with her to pay her $1 for a seance, in 


order to detect the fraud, and after having her 
services, and discovering that it. was a mere 
trick or device, paid her the money. believing 
his contract compelled him to pay her the 
acreed price. 

The court held that, on this statement, the 
person who claimed to be defrauded, could not 
recover the money paid, even on the 
civil side of the case, much less 
maintain a criminal prosecution fer fraud and 
over-reaching. 

Judge Van Epps said: ‘If one contracts for 
the services of another, and after fall knowl- 
edge that the representation made of the value 
of such services were false, nevertheless pays 
the agreed price; he-has no action to recover 
back the sum paid. How can it be said that 
If he pay 
his money on representations made which he 
knew to be false when he paid it, how can it 
be said that his implicit: reliance in the 
such representations induced 

act and yield up. his 
monev, and that he would not, except for 
his faith in the trath of them have parted with 
his money? To state itis to demonstrate its 
absurdity. 

“But there may bea graver difficulty than 
this growing out of the application of princ:- 
pies foundin the constitution of the United 
States and of this state. If the elaitm of a 
‘spiritual medium’ to have communication 
With the spirits cf the shadow-land beyend the 
grave, be utterly and patently preposter- 
cus, how can any: man be duped 
by them? And if not utierly  prepos- 
terous how can the government summon a

POST-OFFICE CLERKS. 


STAND UNITED FOR EIGHT HOUKS 
. ADAY AND MORE REST. 


Petitions Sent to Congressmen from All Over 
the Country—Atlanta’s Postal Clerks 
Are Eager for Reform. 


If there is one class of laborers in America 
that knows no Sunday, no holiday and no rest 
it is postal clerks. 

Their work grows more burdensome each 
day, too, but the government seems to turn a 
deaf ear to all complaints that they send to 
Washington. 

There has been a great deal of angry com- 
plaint made recently by postal cierks all over 
the country, especially in the first and second- 
class offices, and the organization of an order 
known as the National Post-office 
Clerk’s association, is regarded as a 
combined movement that will in due season 
work great advantage for the general welfare 
of the clerks throughout the country. 

The direct purpose of this harmonious move- 
ment 2° age to be aimed at having congress 

ass bills Nos. 6,448 and 6,449, making eight 

ours a day’s work, with a vacation of fifteen 
days during the year. From all over the coun- 
try from Florida to Maine and from Maine to 
California comes the news that 
the postal clerks are working 
to secure the passage of these two bills and 
thus make their lives somewhat brighter. 

Will they succeed? It looks that way, to 
judge from the great favor their complaints 
are meeting with from the postmaster-ge neral 
and his assistants. 

The Atlanta clerks are equally anxious for 
the passage of these two bills as those of any 
other oftices in the country; but have taken 
no united action in the matter just yet. Mr. 
EK. F. Blodget, superintendent of the 
delivery service in the _ post-office, 
thinks the clerks are greatly abused 
by the government, and says they do more 
work and harder work than any other people 
in America. While the carriers have a regu- 
lar schedule and have their work regulated, 
the clerks have to stay late at nights, wait for 
delayed trains, and work often times several 
hours over their time, losing their meals and 
sleep. Their pay is very small. 

Postmaster Lewis thinks that the clerks 
are asking for too much in bill No. 6,448, which 
makes eight hours per da legal, 
and for this reason fears that  con- 
gress will grant them nothing. He 
says, however, that they deserve higher sala- 
ries, and ought to have the fifteen holidays in 
the year. He says the clerks in the Atlanta 
office have not organized because, some being 
republicans and some democrats, they can’t get 
themselves togetherin the move with suffi- 
cient harmony to do much good. 

1 in all, the situation is hopeful for the 
overburdened post-office clerks, and the fact 
that Postmaster-General Wanamaker favors 
their claims counts for much.

The defense was that the wife had been 
untrue. Aftera long and patient hearing the 
jury found the defendant guilty of both accu- 
sations, and he was fined $500, or twelve 
months in the chain-gang.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, May 16.—The stock market pre- 
sented the same ainount of business today as yes- 
terday, but the temper was replaced by a more 
confident feeling, notwithstanding the fact that 
professional traders were still working for a 
further reaction. There was great irregularity in 
the market, however, in a portion of the list, while 
another portion was decidedly weak, and the 
course of prices was subject to sudden and sharp 
changes. Throughout the general verdict of oper- 
ators of the past few days is that the market | has 
ghown remarkable staying powers, and that it 1s 
booked for further material advances in the near 
future. 

There were also continued realizations, which, 
with the aid of the hammering of bears and a lack 
of support in a few of the most prominent stocks 
were sufficient to keep the markctin an unsettied 
and variable condition throughout the day. The 
high rates exacted for money also caused many 
selling orders in the afternoon, although they did 
not go as- high as yesterday, and loans made today 
run till Monday. ‘There is reason to believe, how- 
ever, that the high rates of the last few days have 
begun to attract funds to this center, and as Fri- 
day is usually a day of the highest rates for 
money, hey will be probably lower next week. 
The great buying power today was foreigners who 
gent liberal orders in all of their favorites with the 
exception of Louisville and Nashville, and though 
the pressure to sell at the opening was severe, 
higher prices resulted from the excellent demand. 
Union Pacific was the feature of the eariy deal- 
ings, and it advanced nearly 1}4 per cent, the im- 
provement. heing accompanied by rumors of new 
developments which will affect botn tne Union 
and Central Pacific, and the general opinion was 
that the new issue of bonds to take the place of the 
government loan at a lower rate of interest would 
be the scheme. Oregon Trans-continental con- 
tinued its general movement, and buying in 
New England was attributed to rumors of a change 
of management. This stock was specially weak 
in the early dealings, and Chicago Gas con- 
tinued to decline, being apparently with- 
out support. Coal stocks were quiet 
with the exception of Reading, and 
a!] were firm except Delaware and Hudson, which 
lost some of its recent advance, and is the only 
tock on the list showing any material loss to- 
night. The buying demand fell away after the 
opening, and traders again put prices down in 
fgome cases below those ofthe opening, but a 
firmer tone afterward prevailed, and the best 
prices were reached toward noon. 

Money rates then encouraged the bears, and 
again prices receded, but money was offered at 
five per cent in the last hour, and some im- 
provement was made, the market finally closing 
active and firm generally, at small! fractional 
gains over last night’s figures.
